in 1969, that sprayed dust 
all over the village. 

When six residents met 
with doctors and officials 
from the company’s Cleve- 
land and Montreal offices 
Aug. 16, they said that Dr.

The supervisors recently 
ordered that all the lights 
be turned off with the ex- 
ceptions of those at interse- 
ctions and those in special 
lighting districts where 
there was enough money in 
reserve accounts to keep 
them on. 

The Kensington Im- 
provement Club telegram- 
med the board ‘‘Our or- 
ganization firmly endorses 
a service charge to be in- 
cluded in the tax bills to 
cover the deficit now exist- 
ing in the annual budget for 
the lighting of Kensington 
streets.” 

Jessie White, president of 
the Kensington Property

Gerald Winn, director of 
the Alameda County En- 
vironmental Health Divi- 
sion, said, ‘‘I don’t know 
how you prove an unknown 
danger. They’re saying 
aluminum might be a 
health hazard. Anything 
might be. You can never 
prove it isn’t.” 

He said he would have 
more air tests run “‘to in- 
crease the sampling to get a 
better idea of exposure and 
‘concentration of the 
aluminum,’’ but that he 
doesn’t anticipate finding a 
problem. 

“We don’t doubt that 
their concerns are real,” 
Winn said. “If we felt that 
there was a problem, we’d 
do other tests. 

He said classifying 
aluminum as a nuisance 
hazard ‘“‘is one of the tough- 
est things to do.’’ Under 
Penal Code, he said, a nui- 
sance is ‘“‘anything that af- 
fects a significant number 
of residents over a signific- 
ant period of time.”’

“Muller and his col- 
leagues used the 88-inch 
cyclotron at LBL in de- 
veloping the technique that 
will greatly improve upon 
the sensitivity of the stan- 
dard radiocarbon method 
devised,in the 1950s. 

Both: the standard sys- 
tem and the new cyclotron 
method rely on the princi- 
ple that a certain amount 
of naturally occurrin 
radioactivity is mixed wit 
bbl in the environ- 
ment. When an object is 
taken out of the environ- 
ment its radioactivity be- 
gins to decay. The older 


the object, the less Mull 


radioactivity it contains. 

The first step in both 
systems is to turn the 
material being examined 
into a gas by burning it in 
a sealed atmosphere. The 
standard technique then 
calls for using a Geiger 
counter to measure the 
rate of decay. Muller’s 
method is to introduce the 
gas into the cyclotron, 
ionize it and accelerate the 
ions to form a beam. 

“The advantage is that 
when we have a beam we 
can count the particles one 
at a time as they pass 
through our detectors,” 
said Muller. “We think it is 
best to measure the mate- 
rial directly rather than to 
wait for it to decay. And 
we can employ all sorts of 
beam technoogy that has 
been developed over the 
past decade.” 

The cyclotron method 


permits the scientists to, 


work with much smaller 
samples, an important ad- 
vantage in dating ancient 
materials. 

“Many very interesting 
objects are never dated b: 
the old carbon 14 metho 
because the extraction of 
the necessary amounts of 
carbon may destro 
them,” said Muller. “It 
may not be worth destroy- 
ing an object, often irrep- 
laceable, in order to de- 
termine its age, But if you 
are dealing with only a jaw 
or an arm bone and you 
require a small chip rather 
than the entire bone, you 
can date something that 
otherwise you might never 
date using the conventional 
method.” .

Once every minute, the 
telescope scans through a 
six degree arc of the sky, 
“with the sun in the center, 
measuring the usable sun- 
light. The data are used in 
helping to select the best de- 
sion for a solar energy plant 


plant is in operation, the 
{elescope’s measurements 
will help determine how ef- 
ficiently the plant is func- 


tioning. \ 
“Until we began making 
"qur measurements with the 
telescope we had very little 
information about the light 
around the sun which we 
cal! circumsolar radia- 
tion,” says Arlon Hunt, an 
LBL scientist who has been 
working on the telescope 
project for two years. 
“Though most of the 
energy from the sun comes 
from the solar disc itself, 
important usable energy 
also comes from the cir- 
aumsolar radiation,” says 
Hunt, ‘“Circumsolar radia- 
tion is the result of sunlight 
being scattered by particles 
in the atmosphere. (Above 
the atmosphere, radiant 
energy comes only from the 
sun's disc.) 
“Scanning the area either 
side of the sun, plus or minus 
‘three degrees from its 
center, as well as across the 
sun’s face, gives us de- 
tailed information about the 
ratio of circumsolar radia- 
- tion to the total solar energy 
inthe different seasons and 
at various times of the day. 
“Our two years of making 
almost continuous mea- 
‘surements show that the 
percentage of circumsolar 
energy to total solar energy 
isthe greatest at the hea 
ting and the end of the day, 
and on days when there is 
‘some overcast. Ice crystals 
‘and water vapor cause in- 
creased light scattering. 
“The amount of circumso- 
lar energy available at a 
iven site may determine 
eideal size of the aperture 
for the solar receiver. It

The plant will also include 
a storage unit where heat 
collected by the central re- 
ceiver can be held for use 
during cloudy periods or 
during times of peak elec- 
trical use, 

The other two telescopes 
are at Argonne Laboratory 
near Chicago, where 
SOHEE Shaped collectors 
are being tested, and at 
Georgia Tech in Atlanta, at 
the site of a 400-kilowatt test 
facility.
